Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 22nd June 1956, Shri Sri Ram Sharma, Station 
Officer, Police Station Sakit, received information that a notori- 
ous gang of dacoits had assembled in a bouse in Khuslialgarh 
village, with the intention of committing a dacoity. Shri 
Sharma collected the available Police at Sakit including 
an Armed Police Guard and some licencees and proceeded to 
Khushalgarh. On reaching the village he divided his force 
into three parties and encircled the house in which the dacoits 
were assembled. Shri Sharma took his Section of the force 
onto the roof of the house and called on the dacoits to 
surrender. Receiving no reply he had a hole dug in the roof. 
No sooner had this been done than the dacoits fired at the 
police party through this hole. Shri Sharma and a Constable 
returns! the fire compelling the dacoits to come out into the 
open courtyard from where they again fired at the police 
party on the roof. They then took up positions near the main 
door at the front of the house and fired on the police. Mean- 
while Shri Sharma climbed off the roof and fired at the 
dacoits, who finding themselves completely at bay made a 
desparate bid to break through the police cordon via the 
mam gate, firing indiscriminately in all directions as they went. 
Shri Shanna, in complete disregard of his personal safety 
directed his men's fire at the escaping dacoits as a result of 
which four of them were shot down. The fifth dacoit was 
captured alive. A quantity of arms and ammunition was 
recovered from the dacoits. 

Throughout this encounter Sub-Inspector Sri Ram Sharma 
displayed coolness, courage and leadership of a high order,

Shri Ram Pal, Foot Constable No, 5034, Head Constable 
(Officiating). 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 24th December 1956 Constable Ram Pal was a 
member of an Armed Police Guard detailed to escort the 
Cashiers of the G.P.O. New Delhi when distributing cash to 
subsidiary Post Offices. The Cashier and his Assistant carrying 
bags containing Rs. 89,000/- were escorted to a Postal Van 
parked in front of the Post Office. Constable Ram Pal got into 
the van with them, Constable Amir Singh remained outside 
the van, while L.H.C. Lai Singh, the Guard Commander, got 
into the front seat alongside the driver. As he was doing 
so, a man armed with a pistol came up and fired at him at 
point blank range. L.H.C. Lai Singh collapsed in his seat. 


The man then went to the back of the van, fired at the 
occupants and snatched a bag containing Rs, 39,000 from the 
Cashier's Assistant who had been hit in the chest. The 
Cashier was also injured. Having snatched the bag, the bandit 
1 an to a car parked nearby and drove off. Constable Amir 
Singh fired at him but failed to stop him. Meanwhile, 
Constable Ram Pal got into a Staff car of the Directorate of 
Postal Services, driven by Mehtab Singh driver, and gave chase. 
Hanging on precariously to the car with one foot on the foot- 
board and an arm through the open door, Constable Ram Pal 
fired several rounds from his rifle at the escaping car with 
the object of puncturing its tyres. The bandit made every 
effort to throw off his pursuers and at one stage moved on 
to the footpath and fired at the pursuing car. Constable 
Ram Pal, however, kept up the chase and eventually succeeded 
in puncturing a tyre of the bandit's car. The tyre came off 
the wheel but the bandit continued to drive on the rim. On 
reaching a roundabout, however, a traffic van coming in the 
opposite direction blocked his passage and finding that he was 
cornered he shot himself. 

F.C. Ram Pal showed grept courage, presence of mind and 
devotion to duty of a high order in this incident.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi f the fith June 1958 

No* I7RPG(22)/58.— The Government of India have teieiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Vi/a gapa cam Port for 
the year 1956-57. The noteworthy features of the Report 
are:— 

2. Finance 

The working of the port during the year resulted in a 
surplus of Rs. 17 26 lakns as against a surplus of Rs, 15.97 
lakhs during the previous year. The surplus has been arriv- 
ed at after providing for the usual contribution of Rs. 5 
lakhs to the Depreciation Reserve Fund. The increase in 
the surplus is due mainly to mofc imports of foodgrains, 
and Iron and Steel. 

The Receipts of the Port Fund amounted to Rs. 96.55 lakhs 
for the year 1950-57 as compared to Rs. 8U81 lakhs during the 
previous year. 

3. Trade 

The total cargo handled during the year was 1,489,804 
tons as against 1,323,054 tons in 1955-56. Imports showed 
an upward trend and consisted mainly of foodgrains. Iron 
and Steel, Machinery and Parts, manures and Petroleum. 
Exports however showed a decline due to the fall in ore 
exports from 9.16 lakhs tons in 1955-56 to 8.39 lakhs tons in 
1956-57. 

The total number of ships including Naval Vessels that 
entered the Port during 1956-57 was 528 as against 584 in 
1955-56. 

4. Capital work 

Capital works of the aggregate value of Rs. 31,79,742/- 
were carried out during the year bringing the total Capital 
Outlay during the post was years to over Rs. 241 lakhs. 
This has increased the capacity of the port to handle more 
traffic. 

5. Amenities to Staff 

The Staff Welfare Committee sanctioned Rs. 1,355/- from 
the Staff Benefit Fund towards relief for the loss of property 
and houses due to fire accidents and loss of pay for employees 
on account of long sickness and also Rs. 1,010/* toward edu- 
cational assistance such as School fees and Examinations fees 
to the children of employees. Besides, Rs. 900/* and Rs. 500/- 
were granted to the Vizagpatam Port Gymkhana Club and Port 
Ladies Club respectively for the recreation and amusement 
of employees and their families. 

6. Reserve Fund 

The year closed with a balance of Rs, 78,24,815/-in the 
Depreciation Reserve Fund as against Rs. 62,89,209/- at the 
dose of 1955-56.
